The long-continued prosecution against 
Pension Agent Wilbur 0. Benton of New- 
port in the United States Court at Cov- 
ington has at last resulted in his convic- 
tion. Four indictments against him were 
tried, only to end in his tJcquittal, and 
Benton and bis friends were confident 
ho would come off scatheless. But the 
enemies he made in the time of his suc- 
cess have been relentless and worked all 
the harder to get him in the toils of the 
law. The witness who appeared against 
him in his last trial was Mrs. Bridget 
Manion, the widow of Michael Manion, a 
deceased soldier. Prior tu their marriage. 
Mr. and Mrs. Manion, the latter being a 
Miss Burns, lived in Maysville. The 
widow now lives in Covington. She told 
a straighforward story, and in her ap- 
pearance and manners gave evidence that 
she was telling what could be depended 
on. She said that when Benton got her 
claim allowed he came to her and asked 
if she would not give bim something 
extra besides the fee for what he had 
done in securing it. She willingly prom 
ised, she said, not knowing that she had 
any right to refuse When the check was 
sent on for the money she was to get- 
$2,300 -he was on hand to accompany 
to the bank, reminding her of what 
she had promised. She paid him *:«>. 
No attempt was made to shake this asser- 
tion. Mr. Benton, when placed on the 
stand, did not deny receiving the money, 
but insisted that it was a free and volun- 
taiy gift from Mrs. Manion In apprecia- 
tion of his services, and without any sug- 
gestion on his part. There were no other 
witnesses to testify in the affair. The 
jury, after an hour's deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. Mr. Benton 
was considerably affected by the out- 
i. He remained in the Courthouse 
and Hround it during the time the jury 
was out, suffering considerable suspense. 
The penalty is a fine of 1500 or two 
years' imprisonment, or both, but the 
Judge fined him t800.

The penalties to which the heads of 
the Panama Co. have made themselves 
liable, should the theory of the prosecu- 
tion be established, are thus laid down! 
"Whosoever, by making use of falee 
name, or quality, or resorting to frmid- 
ulent devices to persuade smother or 
others of the reality of Imaginary enter- 
prises or of power or credit, or to glr* 
rise to the hope or fear of a chimerical 
event or undert+ldug, attempts to ob- 
tain money or any other property or 
receipts or discharges, is liable to ooe 
year's Imprisonment at least, and fire 
years at most, and a fine of from £9 to 
£130." 

The convlot may also be deprived of 
civil rights from the day on which he 
leaves the prison for five years, at least, 
and ten at most, and be, moreover, for- 
bidden to vote at legislative, municipal, 
or other elections, or to carry arms or 
to act as guardian. The accomplit 
liable to the same penalties.

It waa only a few 
steps from the prison. 

After walking a few feet Crampon 
raised his eyes and saw It With a 
terrible shriek, he threw himself back- 
ward and fell to the ground. All 
efforts to Induce him to rise were fruit- 
less, and he groveled on the flagstones, 
begging most plteously for his life. To 
a person of any sensibility the scene 
was one of the deepest horror, but the 
crowd of roughs and abandoned women 
took the keenest delight in witnessing 
the abject fear and listening to the 
frantic appeals of the murderer. 

It became necessary for the exe 
tioner"* assistant* to lift Crampon to 
feet but even then he hung limp In 
tnelr arm* and they were compelled to 
carry him to the guillotine. While 
some of the assistants supported him 
other* quickly bound him and threw 
him against the bascule or lever blook. 

Even then he did not cease his strug- 
gle*. His contortions were terrible, but 
they did not last long. The bascule was 
dropped Into place and the assistants 
shoved It toward until Crampon's neck 
rested in the Innette, or curved hole. 
Then "Monsieur de Paris, " attired, a* 
usual, in the conventional frock coat 
and silk hat, touched the spring hold- 
ing the knife. 

Silently and like a streak of light- 
ning the bright blade fell, and Cram- 
pon's head dropped into the open bas- 
ket awaiting it The execution was 
the most horrible one that has been 
witnessed in Paris in many years. The 
crowd, highly pleased with the enter- 
tainment the state had afforded them, 
dispersed, laughing and joking with 
each other.
